. H E RE AS Application hath been formerly 
NW made tothe Dean and Chapter of Chriſt-Church, 
ay. EE That a Room in the Caſtle in Oxford might be 
PE Conlecrated as a Chapel, and converted to the 
Ule and Benefit of one of Trinity College; and though the 
lame Application was by them rejected, as a thing in it ſelf 
diſhoneſt, and illegal. 

Yet Thomas Horde Eſq; upon a pretence of Charity to 
the poor Priſoners, hath thought it law ful and charitable, by 
fraud and cunning, to invade the Rights of the Dean and 
Chapter, as farasin him lays; having by Deed lately ſettled, 
twenty eight Pounds ten Shillings per annum, on ſeveral Gen- 
tlemen and others, as Truſtees, for the benefit chiefly of Tri- 
nity College; (one of that College being thereby appointed 
to read Divine Service in a Room belonging to the Dean 
and Chapter in the Caſtle, which Mr. Horde calls a Chapel, 
and to be allowed the greateſt ſhare of that Benefaction) 
without the conſent or privity of the Dean and Chapter. 

And Mr. Horde, as a particular diſreſpect, and abuſe to 
the preſent Dean, hath without ſo much as asking his leave 
or conſent, made him a party to that Deed, in conjunction 
with ſuch others, as by a paper lately Printed appears. 

And though Mr. Horde's Benefaction be not objected unto, 
but approved of by the Dean and Chapter, yet they appre- 
hending it to be as much Juſtice, to preſerve a Truſt, as it is 
to create one; and as they cannot alienate their College 
Eſtates, ſo they ought not to give them away, much leſs to 
ſuffer another to do it for them. 5 

Therefore for their juſt vindication, this paper was order- 
ed to be Printed; whereby the Dean abſolutely dilowns his 
conſent unto, and diſclaims the Truſt, Mr. Horde would im- 


poſe upon him. 


And the Dean and Chapter for better preſerving their 
Right for the benefit of ſuch Perſons as their Founder intend- 
ed, and not for the benefit of Trinity College, do hereby ad- 
moniſh their Tenant of the Caſtle, not to permit any Perſon 
whomſoever for the future, to Officiate there, in purſuance 
of Mr. Horde's Gift; unleſs the fame Perſon be firſt appro- 
ved of, by the Dean of Chriſt- Church for the time being.
